The report in Hope places individual "assessments" 
all the way from $25 to $100. Experts with a pencil calcu- 
late the state-house crowd could in this manner raise pos- 
sibly $100,000 for the August primary campaign. Stale de- 
partment heads deny there is any "assessment." But nobody 
believes them—for the practice of assessing state employes 
feo maintain the faction in power is universal in these United 
Stales of America.

campaign fund. ,

dared that the failure of employes 
to donate would not affect their status

the campaign I don't know anything 
about it," Wiseman said. 


Assessment Humored 


LITTLE 
ROCK.—What was inter- 


preted as the beginning of n move- 
ment lo raise a campaign fund of from 
$35,000 lo $50,000 for an unidentified 
candidate for governor and possibly 
for "administration slate'1 candidates 
for other state offices got under way 
Tuesday when employes of several 
stale departments were advised that 
they would be expected to make lib- 
eral contributions, up lo a 
half- 


month's salary. 


_ Tills development accompanied a 
public statement by Governor Fut.rell 
to newspapermen that he will take no 
part in efforts to designate a candi- 
date to succeed himself as chief exec- 
utive, but that it would be all right 
with him if department heads and 
"other friends of the administration" 
decide lo ccniel their efforts in be- 
half of a particular candidate for gov- 
ernor. 


The plan to "assess" employes a 


half-month salary for a campaign fund 
was started in the State Revenue De- 
partment on the eve of the mid-month 
pay day Wednesday. 


A reporter learned that several em- 


ployes who protested that they did 
not have the amount of money they 
were expected to contribute were told 
that they would have to have it Wed- 
nesday and that it was necessary that 
the contribution be made immediately. 


Suggestion thai a campaign fund be 


raised immediately had readied all 
departments whose heads arc appoint- 
ed by the governor, but the amount 
that would be expected from each em- 
ploye had not boon passed along to 
all departments. 


It was reported that the requests for 


contributions to the campaign fund 
were accompanied in at least one de- 
partment by the very democratic pro- 
posal that each employe write on a 
slip of paper the names of his first, 
second and third choices among the 
nine candidates for governor, together 
with the amount he or she would be 
willing to contribute to the campaign 
fund.

Tliis district produces about 85 per 


cent of all of the peaches grown in 
the state.

5. The peaches appear to be as fine 
as have ever been grown in this dis- 
trict 


J7.000 Acres in District 


The district consists of 17,000 acres,

Coming as a part of the Arkansas 


Centennial Celebration, this will be 
the first attempt made here to cele- 
brate the peach harvest, because all 
the people are always so busy at peach 
harvest time that they cannot spare 
time for a festival.

steel workers. 


Ouster Is Likely 


WASHINGTON.-m—The American 


Federation of Labor's Executive Coun- 
cil started discussion of what to do 
about the federation's rebel industrial 
fafction Tuesday, with a majority re- 
ported to be favoring suspension. 


William Green, A. F. of L. president, 


told reporters that the council likely 
would decide Wednesday whether to 
oust from the federation the 12 unions 
allied with John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine, Workers in his 
drive to organize all the workers in 
each big industry into one big union. 


Nearly all the council members rep- 


resent craft unions. Angered at Lewis' 
intention to keep their unions out of 
the mass production industries such 
as steel and automobiles, 
many of 


them said thai no other course than 
suepension 
for 
"insurrection" 
was 


open to them. 


The federation's last convention vot- 


ed 2 to 1, to protect the interests of 
craft unions in all organization cam- 
paigns. Craft unions want all skilled 
workmen such as carpenters, for in- 
stance, to be organized in one union 
regardless of industry. 


A small group of peacemakers, led 


by George M. Harrison, president of 
the Railway Clerks, still is trying to 
avert suspension with the loss of one- 
third of the federation's membership. 
Harrison urged delay at least until the 
next council meeting in September or 
October. 


Back in town after a week-end va-

Corn Has a Chance 


WASHINGTON— (IP)-The Weather 


Bureau said Wednesday that "more 
or less irreparable damage" had been 
done by the drouth but the bulk of 
the corn crop would 
recover if rain 


and cooler weather came soon. 


The weekly progress of the cotton 


crop was reported mostly good in 
Texas. 


In the Mississippi valley the pro- 


gress of the cotton crop was described 
as mostly satisfactory. 


Cool Wave Coming 


CHICAGO-OT-A cool mass of air, 


bearing rain, was moving eastward 
from Minnesota at the rate of 33 miles 
an hour Tuesday night but Tusday's 
list of deaths attributed to the heat 
wave was the largest of any day of the 
12-day ordeal. 


More than 1,000 persons died Tues- 


day from causes attributable direct- 
ly to the fierce heat. This brought the 
total for the nation up to 2,827 for the 
12 days. 


Minnesota reported total deaths of 


560 for the period. The coroner at 
Minneapolis said that the number of 
days save only for the great influenza 
epidemic of 1918. A miximum tem- 
perature of 106.5 was recorded in Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul Tuesday. Dur- 
ing the hottest hours of the day, heat 
victims brought to the General hos- 
pital in Minneapolis averaged three 
a minute. 


Chicago reported 
a 
total of 222 


deaths for the heat wave. Morgue at- 
tendants said that conditions Tuesday 
were exceeded only by the 1918 in- 
fluenza epidemic. 


Brawley, Cal., in the heat-accustom- 


ed Imperial Valley had a 120-degree 
reading but more than a score of 
Mid-Western cities were not far be- 
hind. The hottest place in the terri- 
tory was Mount Vernon, 111., with 
114.5. Only slightly less torrid were 
the 113 degrees at Cedar Rapids, la.; 
Kewanee and La Salle, 111.; Welling- 
ton and Fredonia, Kan. Majiy stations

When there is infection ip. the.ade- 


ncids, the germs pass through .the 
tubes that conect the throat to .the 
ear, and may irifect-.cavities of the in- 
ternal and middle ear. 


Since the nose is blocked, the speech- 


of a child with adenoids has a nasal 
sound 
Children 
with; obstructed 


breathing are restless at night; they 
snore, gasp, and toss about. 


Furthermore, difficulty in breathing 


may interfere with development of 


the chest, which becomes narrow and 
flat. 


There is no fancy way for preven- 


tion and treatment of adenoids that 
are infected and swollen. They can 
be remoVed-.by a minor operation. 


Whenever ,they are 
enlarged, 
or 


whenever they seem to be infected, 
they should be removed. The time of 
the operation is determined 
by the 


symptoms. .Thus, it may be necessary 
to remove the adenoids in babies un- 
der 1 year of age. 


In general, however, the operation 


should be postponed until the child 
has passed the age of 2 or 3 years. 


The "chance of new growth of ade- 


noid rriaterial is less after the age of 
2 or 3 years than it is before. Some- 
where between 10 to 15 per cent of 
the cases in which the adenoids have 
been removed required a second op- 
eration. 


The improvement which follows re- 


moval of the adenoids usually is al- 
most miraculous. The child begins at 
once to gain weight, its breathing is 
easier, its voice improves, and it is no 
longer irritable or restless.

Temperatures between 160 to 180 de- 
grees Fahrenheit give best results. 


Best results with green leafy vege- 
ablcs were reported from prec06king 
until they are thoroughly 
wilted;

until they bend 


without breaking and young tender 
peas about 5 minutes. 


The new method consists of first 


giving green vegetables a short cook- 
ng in a sauce pan with water, keep- 
ing the temperatures at or below the 
simmering point, Mrs. Ruby Mendcn- 
hall smith, Extension economist in 
I'ood preservotion, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture, ex- 
plains. The hot vegetables are then 
put at once unto hot sterilized con- 
tainers and processed under steam 
pressure the required length of time.

Miany of the warm season' vegetables' 
should be planted in July, and the coll;1 
weather vegetables that mature quick- j 
y may be planted from the last • of 
August until October, according to 
Claude Woolscy, Extension horticul- 
turist, University of'Arkansas Collcgfc 
of Agriculture.

Snap, Lima and pinto beans-may be 


planted in July and August, Com, cu- 
cumbers and collards .should find a 
place in the July plantings. Turnips 
may be planted during July and the 
first half of August. Other vegetables 
that may be planted during July, are 
beets, cabbage, carrots, and potatoes. 
August planting may include leUxicc, 
spinach, Irish potatoes, bush beans, 
lima beans pinto bean's, sweet corn, 
and turnips.

The Dodgers wore holding first place 


greedily when the Cardinals came to 
Flatbush. with Rhem-due to pitch 
against Da/-zy Vance in what:turned 
out to be the pivotal game of the race. 


Rhcm met somc'croiiies, dropped out 


of sight, and when he finally did re- 
port back a few days later somewhat. 
:haky and tired,. announced that he 
had been kidnaped. 


Meanwhile Bill Hallahan had work- 


ed Rhcm's game. Wild William shuc 
out Vance, then at his, pcad,. 1-0. Tlie 
left-hander fanned Babe Herman three 
times with men on. Herman despised 
southpaws, then as much us he docs 
now.

B. R. is now on the temper- 
ance board of the Methodist Church, 
too. 


Reshapes Pittsburgh Mound 


Rhcm, a la?.y, drawling talker, al- 


ways docs what he feels like doing. 
In Pittsburgh four years ago he did 
not like the pitching mound. 


In the middle of an inning he walk- 


ed off the field before anybody could 
speak to him, found the groundk< ep- 
er under the stands, came back with 
a pick, and began to reshape the pitch- 
ing hill. There was Rhcm, swinging 
his pick, scattering dirt everywhere. 
Everybody was so amazed that no- 
body ran out to stop him for quite a 
while. 


Rhem never was the comic strip va- 


riety 
of pitcher, however. Twelve 


years ago he was pitching for Clem- 
son 
College. The Cardinals heard 


about him, as they usualy hear about 
anybody worth while. They sent a 
scout to look at Flint. Rhcm had ev- 
erything. The ccout was enthused. 


"I'll sign for $3000," said the colle- 


gian. 


That hurt Rickey where it usually 


hurts him—in 
the 
pocketbook. So 


B. R. though up ways and means of 
getting around the $3000 demand. He 
had the forager bring Rhcm to Sports- 
man's Park for a trial. Flint was to be 
paid at the rate of 5350 a month while 
he was being looked over. 


The story goes that Rickey figured 


to have some of the Red Birds rake 
Rhcm's delivery while the Cardinals 
were home so that the youngster's 
13000 appraisal of himself would be 
shaved down. 


Rhcm WHS put into pitch batting 


practice. It is related that to make 
the frameup more certain, Rickey told 


the veteran coach, Joe Sugden. to 
catch batting practice, to give the kid 
signals on what to throw, and then, 
just as quickly, tip the hitters off on 
what was coming. Sugden is said to 
have done that. 


Rhcm Obtains His Price 


Ray Blades fanned three times. Jim 


Bottomley couldn't get hold of a ball 
The players begged for another pitch- 
er so that they could get hitting prac- 
tice. Came Rickey's frantic sign to 
Sugden: "Get hi mout of there, or 
he'll be wanting 55000." 


Rhem knew how good he was, and 


when they waved him off, remarked: 
"Shucks, you ain't seen all I got yet. 
Lemme throw you a few knucklers." 
He did, and, as he tells it, the first one 
eluded Sugden's glove and cracked 
the old scout on the chest protector 
so hard that he couldn't talk for a 
few minutes. 


Rhem struck out 282 batters that 


year—1924—for the Fort Smith, Ark., 
club, a Cardinal farm in the Western 
Association. In 1926, under 
Rogers 


Hornsby, he clinched the Red Birds' 
first championship in 38 years by win- 
ning 20 contests. But they didn't let 
him start in the world series. They 
never could tell when he'd show up. 


Rhem was sold during the 1932 sea- 


so nto the Phillies, after Larry Sutton, 
the Brooklyn scout, blocked his sale 
to the Dodgers for 550,000. Larry knew 
the Kidnap Kid's reputation. 


Rhem perhaps is the only player 


the Phillies bought for big money in 
the last decade. He won 15 and lost 
9 in 1932, had a bad year in 1933, and 
in 1934, after being back with the Car- 
dinals briefly, ho drifted to the Bos- 
ton Braves on waivers and then out 
of sight. 


But right now it appears as though 


more than one rival of the Cardinals 
would wish that Flint Rhem would 
kidnap himself again between now 
nnd September 27.

'T'HE people oE Wollachia and 


Moldavia had asserted them- 


selves, and so the great powers, 
!n 1859, permitted them to unite 
in a new country called Rumania. 
The new nation elected a liberal 
leader — Prince Alexander John 
Cuza—who no sooner took the 
throne than he instituted reforms. 
He tried to institute a school sys- 
tern, but soon met with opposi- 
tion of the nobility. 
He tried to 


free the peasants from serfdom 
and was opposed by the legisla- 
ture. 


Taking 
things into his own 


hands, Cuza dissolved the legisla- 
ture and assumed the role of be- 
nevolent despot. That meant war 
between -him and the landlords. 
After a campaign of vilification 
,and ;,intrigue, Cuza felt his con- 
trol 'slipping. One cold night in 
February, 1866, a group of con- 
spirators entered the palace and, 


at the point of a 
gun, forced him to 
resign.

Center of Battle 


Boy of 16 Target for Ris- 
ing Wrath of the Nation- 


alist Party 


CAIRO, Egypt—(/P)—Lifted 
to the 


throne at the age of 16 by the death of 
his father. King Farouk of Egypt has 
had a full diet of turbulent Egyptian 
politics placed before him. 


The youthful king, still busy with 


his school books, has become the prize 
in a closely veiled struggle for power 
between the Wafd, 
or 
nationalist 


party, and the court. 


For the Wafd, in power again after 


six years, is determined that Farouk 
shall not, as did King Fuad for a 
time, becomt sole master of Egypt. 


One of the intended Wafd moves, 


it has been indicated, is the appoint- 
ment of a "palace minister," for the 
purpose, say enemies of the Wafd, of 
gaining control over a young and in- 
experienced ruler. 


Another plan charged to the Wafd 


is a law which would make it crim- 
inal for a minister of state to alter the 
Egyptian constitution of 1923. 
This 


would prevent a minority party lead- 
er, should such a party gain power, 
irom abolishing the constitution and 
playing at dictator. The Wafd tried 
to make King Fuad sign such a law in 
1930 but.F.uad refused and the Wafd 
cabinet of that day resigned. 


King Farouk relies on a tremendous 


popularity to carry him along until, 
as full-fledged ruler, he will be in a 
position to make his own decisions. 


Today the young monarch is prepar- 


ing himself diligently for the time 
hardly more than a year hence, when 
he alone will sign decrees, organize 
cabinets and conduct state business.

PARIS—(/P)--France, alarmed ovet 


the increase of crime and insanity, 
may follow Germany and Switzerland 
in employing sterilization to check the 
propagation of subnormal typos. 


Ihc ministry of justice has created 


a cromc prevention commission com- 
posed of psychiatrists, biologists, mag- 
istrates, lawyers 
and 
legislators to 


formulate a plan for submission to 
the ministry and, possibly, to par- 
liment. 


The commission also will study the 


treatment of children exhibiting crim- 
inal proclivities and three clinics will 
be opened in Paris to facilitate this 
work. 


France today has 600 killings n year, 


n large number of which arc attribut- 
ed to mentally unbalanced people. The 
number of hospitali/cd mental cases 
has risen from 67,600 In 1920 to 91.214. 
The ministry, in announcing the com- 
mission, said: 


"Crimes in n great number of cases 


arc a result of the impossibility of the 
delinquent to adapt himself to social 
conditions, an impossibility resulting 
from psychological and mental de- 
ficiencies, difficulties of character and 
various perversions.

can be discovered in childhood and, 
in yome cases, removed by medical 
treatment or corrective education."
